The 
New Jersey seat made vacant by the 
death of Dwight Morrow is yet to be 
filled. And Edge might be the man. 
Edge’s love for the senate is fa­ 
miliar to everybody in Washington. 
He wouldn't have left it to become 
ambassador to France, his friends 
say, if he had not been convinced 
that defeat was staring him in the 
face. 
Like Sackett, of Kentucky, who 
was sent to Berlin as ambassador 
about the same time, he would have 
had to stand for re-election last 
November and the chances for vic­ 
tory were anything but encouraging. 
The post in Paris seemed the best 
way out.

Different Now 
Its probably a bit different in 
New Jersey now 
Perhaps Edge thinks that his po­

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OUR BROTHER’S KEEPER 
< From Los Angeles Times I 
This period through which the world is struggling is more than an 
economic crisis. 
It involves more than a study of strategic plans to 
ambuscade the dollars which fled. 
Hum anity itself is on trial. The civilization which we have evolved 
is undergoing the supreme test. 
f 
If there Is such a thing as brotherhood among men, now is the time 
to show it. 
Drunk with wealth, we have strayed a long way from the funda­ 
m ental and eternal tru th . We have been living in a house stuck upon 
golden stilts. And it ha* crashed. 
Iii our agony and suffering we have discovered th a t Jesus C hrist 
m eant what he said. 
Tilt* Golden Rule was not a pleasant homily 
intended for rew ard-of-m erit cards with silk fringe on the edges and 
diamond dust shining on the snow scenes. It was a simple statem ent 
of the eternal law, the same law th a t keeps Ute stars in the skies and 
the world turning on its axis. 
We speak of breaking the law and commandments. You can break 
them ; but they break you. 
“Love one another” was more than an 
adm onition to light the path of virtue. 
It was the statem ent of an 
eternal principle upon which all law. all philosophy, all business, all 
ethics, all civilization rests. Like all the doctrines left by the Christ, 
this was the sublimity of common sense—the finality of practicality— 
the only sure foundation upon which civilization can rest.

Psoriasis may affect individuals 
otherwise healthy and, in fact, it 
may disappear when the patient 
suffers another discase such as. for 
example, typhoid fever.

may find his skin condition aggra­ 
vated when he is in a weakened 
physical state. 
The cause of psoriasis has not as 
yet been established. 
There appear 
to be some hereditary predisposi­ 
tions. and yet the disease cannot be 
said to be hereditary, for one rarely 
finds more than two cases in a fam ­ 
ily. 
A number of dermatologists be­ 
lieve that the disease is contagious, 
but opinion is widely divided. 
Most cases yield to treatment, but 
complete and permanent eradica­ 
tion 
of 
the 
characteristic 
scaly 
patches is but rarely achieved. 
Nutritious, wholesome and easily 
digested food, an adequate intake 
of water, freedom from worry and 
other drains on the nervous system 
are helpful in treatment. 
A 
nitrogen-poor and 
meat-free 
diet has been recommended in the 
treatment of psoriasis, but the dis­ 
ease has been found affecting vege­ 
tarians. 
Alcohol, tea, coffee and tobacco 
appear to be harmful. Constipation 
should be corrected, and focal in­ 
fections, particularly those of the 
teeth and tonsils, remedied. 
Psoriasis benefits by frequent ap­ 
plications of soap and water and by 
sunlight. 
The scaly patches can be treated 
with any of a number of ointments, 
chief among which are Chrysarobin 
and ammoniated mercury. 
Chrysarobin is an irritating drug 
which stains clothes. 
It should not 
be used on the* face or scalp.

thrilling 13-0 victory over Mechan­ 
icsburg high Saturday afternoon on 
the college Memorial Reid to prac­ 
tically clinch the championship of 
the 
southern Pennsylvania 
inter­ 
scholastic conference. 
2500 Fans 
Gettysburg’s victory was its fifth 
in a row, four of which are con­ 
ference games. Approximately 2500 
rabid fans, 
many of 
whom were 
Mechanicsburg 
boosters, 
watched 
the thrilling battle. Bands of both 
schools paraded through the town 
before and after the game. 
Dickson Intercepts Pass 
The break occurred late in the 
third period, when Jimmy Dickson, 
left end for the locals, intercepted 
an enemy pass on his own 40-yard 
line and raced 50 yards before be­ 
ing brought 
to earth by 
Kopple. 
This put the Maroons in a position 
to score and a few seconds later, 
Smith flipped a pass to Trostle who, 
by some artful side-stepping, went 
over for the tally. Jones added the 
extra point 
on a nice 
placement 
kick. 
Scored Touchdown 
A 65-yard march in the last pe­ 
riod gave the Martinmen their sec­ 
ond touchdown.
